Upland Are Points Cited 


Upland‘s climate, location near the mountains, citrus pro- 
duction and general advantages as a residential community 
are the principal factors that bring newcomers to this city. 

At least, this is the summary of reports from local real 
estate agents in analyzing what's back of the steady influx 


of interested persons here. 

Eric Rhenstrom, who is presi- 
dent of the Ontario-Upland Real 
Estate board, expressed the belief 
that the location “up next to the 
mountains where the air is clear,” 
was one of* the principal reasons 
for newcomers inquiring about 
Upland. “Climate is another fac- 
tor.
